They Don't Tfnsl New Tort's Onrbnge
llolled Doivn o llrtrl-es- i lelaad.

Tho representatives of tho Btreet Cleaning
Department will probably have to go before the
State Uoard of Health and demonstrate that the
garbage works now being built on Darren Island
will not be a nulsanro. The people living In the
towns and villages that border on Jamaica Hay
aro up Id arms against tho proposed works.
They have retained J. M. Ferguson ot l'.'O
Droadway to look after their Interests, and the
first step in tho fight Is a petition that
has been sent to tho State Hoard of Health
mid the Kings County Hoard of Health.
Tho reasons given In thin petition why
the works of tho New York Sanitary
Utilization Company should not be located on
Ilarren Island are thnt (1) Jnmalca liny has been
planted with oyster beds that represent an in- -

'

vestment ot thousands of dollars nnd form the
means of livelihood for a majortty of tho people
living thereabouts, and that these beds aro ln
danger nf being Irrvtrloiably ruined by the vast
quantities of foul wasto water that will be dis-
charged Into the bay by the works; (S) that the
property In tho neighborhood will be grently
damaged by the stench that will come from the
works: (.1) that In tho vlclnltr are numbers ot
hotels that will suffer gteally from the same
cause, (4) that It has been proved by experience
In Washington, Dorchester, Mass.. and Phila-
delphia that the system of garbage destruction
to be employed by the New York Sanitary
Utilization Company Is Inadequate and un-
sanitary.

The Stato Doard of Health has acknowledged
the receipt of the petition and has promised to
Investigate the matter at once.

Mr. Fergusou, speaking of the petition yester-
day, said:

"The people about Jamaica Uay suffer enough
now from tho horrible smells that come from
the works on Darren Island, and tbey do not In-

tend to have tho nuisance Increased. They are
not suffering now from the works of the New
York Sanitary Utilization Company, for there
are no works. They have driven the piles for
the foundation of their building and have laid
the stringers, and that is all they have down.
When the contract was signed on Juno 4 they
knew they could not have their machinery in
place by August, as the contract called 'or.

the contracts for the machinery have
only just been let. They can't finish It before
Jan. 1.

"Tho great danger that menaces the peo-
ple Is the destruction of their oyster beds.
From the White works on Ilarren Island
there Is discharged into the bay dally sixty
or seventy tons of putrid wnter. When
the works of the New York Sanitary Uti-
lization Company are In working order there
will be discharged Into the bay 7U0 or MOO tons
of the water. This will go Into the bay about

h of a mile from the oyster beds, and
the result Is easily seen. The company rlnlms '
that the water Is harmless and antiseptic, but
such claims are absurd on tl.elrface. Anyone
who knows the condition of the Schuylkill be-
low the Arnold works, practically the same '

system as will be used here, will testify on this
point, '

"Moreover. It will be Impossible to handle
such a mass of garbage without a stench. The
system was driven out of Durcbenter. Mas.. on
this account. When their works burned in
Washington the authorities would not let them
rebuild, and suits nre now In progress In I'hlla- - ,

these works will also violate the Shields law of ,

18B2. which forblds.fat rendering, bone boiling, ,

and the manufacture of fertilizers within three
miles of the limits of any city," I

Capt. Gibson, Deputy Commissioner of Street
Cleaning, said in reference to these tatenients:

"I have heart! of thin petition, and all 1 can
cay Is that if the State Hoard of Health enjoins
ns from using Uarreii Island we shall have to
cnntlnne to dump at ea. I know of no other
suitable place, and wherever the works are lo-

cated there will be complaints. I don't know
the location of theoyter bcd. but I do know
thnt Mr. Ferguson greatly exaggerates the
amount of refu.e water that will go Into the
bay. There will be more or les smell, but I
don't think It will be very bad. If tbey don't let
ns use Darren Island, the company will hare a
good round claim against the city."

The Nesr Yortt Infant Aayltim line He

elved Store Than It Is Knillled To.
The Commissioners of Accounts presented a

report to the Mayor yesterday on the New York
Infant Asylum. The report says that between
Jan. 1, 1800, and June ao, 1H05. the asylum
received $10,73 1.0S more than It was entitled to,
but that since tho discovery the Comptroller
has withheld more than enough money to relm- -

burse the city. The overpayments were made,
says the report, for women whose children had
died and who had remained In tho hospital as
wet nurses for other children, or who had stayed
In the asylum less than iwj months or more
than a year.

The Commissioners say:
The present Tressurur has staled that when he took

onict-- he found It had been the custom ot the asIum
to charge the city for the maintenance of women
wnrsa own children had died, but who were nurilnu
other children: that the deaths or such children ap-
peared or, the race of the btllsaudlted by the Comptrol-
ler: that he had mentioned ou aeveral occasions to
the Comptroller's employees who audited the bills
the fact that such charses were made, and stated that
If the Comptroller did not deem them proper they
could be deducted from tho bills: that no auch deduc-
tion w as made. and that he therefore "Mini lo believe
that II was proper to charia for women In auch casea
In our opinion the present onlcers of tne New otk
Infant asylum bare not been guilty of any Inten-
tional wrongdoing.

The report further says that the man In
charge of the nccnunts in tho Comptroller's
ofllce has too much work to do It properly: that
the records of the asylum have beon badly
kept. Many changes are recommended.

The experience of the three east side fisher-mo- n

who were shipwrecked last week ln Flush
Ing Day on the ruins of an old pier and left
high In the atr when the tide went down, was
similar to an nooldnnt which threo years ago
befell n party ot New Yorkers who went out for
n cruise on the Day of Fundy. Their trip was
to have lasted only a few hours, but to the con-
sternation ot their friends who remained behind
In St. John's the return seemed Indefinitely

Tho Now Yorkers with characteristic
confldenco ln their ability to tako enre of them-
selves had gone out sailing unassisted by local
boatmen: so the apprehension of their friendsgrew Intense when night came arid there were
no signs of them. The next (lav the party re-
turned safely to St. John's. Their delay had
been caused by tho tide." We were shipwrecked on a monntaln," one
ot them said, ''and that Is ono thing that I
never expected tn have happen to mo."

Tho mountain was a Hill covered by the high
tide, and when the wnter quickly receded the
boat stuck there. There was dry land all around
the mariners until tho tide ramo In. and they
cnuld have walked back to St. John's with per-
fect snfety. Hut the behavior of tho tide had
rattled them, so that not una of the men was
courageous enough to step out of tho boat. They
rested on tho top nf tho hill until the tide came
In again and they wore able to sail back to port.

"I have had some curious experiences In my
life," one nf the party said when became back
to hts friends, "but I never believed that I
should ever be shipwrecked on a hill with miles
of dry land stretching all around mo. The lone.
Ilness at being on the water seemed nothing In
comparison to tho desolate feeling that crept
over us three men as wo sat there nnd waited
for the tido to come hack and float us off."

Stnton Island society Includes a young man
who just nt present thinks that he has beon
made tho victim of a sudden and Inexcusablo
fit of squeamlshncss. He Is not In favor with
his associates, and the Indications at present
are that he Is not likely to bo soon restored to
their good graces. Tho particular occurrence
whloh resulted In his downfall took place only
a short tlmo ago, but it was the last of a series
of escapades, A enke walk was given several
weeks ngn at one of tho hotels by the negro
servants employed there. The guests of the
hotel, as well as a number of Staten Island
people, went to ace tho cake walk, and nmong
thorn was tho beautiful wife of this young
man. She came with friends nnd was not ac-
companied by her husband. After n while
tho cako walk commenced and the ser-
vants of tho hotel ttnlked arm In arm
around the room. The guests readily recog-
nized tho w niters, bell boy, and uther seriants
employed In the houe, butone fare wasstrango
to them. After the line had passed thrice
around the room there was no mlstnklng the
identity of theshnrt man tt ho was walking at
the head. On his arm was a stout negress, and
ho stepped as proudly along as the head waiter
of the hotel, who was following In the row be-
hind him. tt was, nf course, the yonng man
who Is now complaining that some people on
Staten Island cannot see a Joke. His wife, who
had no Idea that he vna to attend the functl n,
was nmnred tn see him, with his faoo bl ackened
and wearing a short curly wig. Ills friends got
out, andsodld his wife, and what hts part In the
affair w as after they leftnono of them ever knew.
It is said, however, that he walked until the
prtzes wero awarded, althnngh he did not win
one. The demeanor of his acquaintances when-
ever ha met thein soon convinced him that his
appearance In the cake walk was not so funny
to everybody as It had seemed to blm. This fact
waa Indeed made so very plain to him that he
emphatically denounces Staten Island's painful
deficiency ln senso of humor.

The arrest of two Frenchmen last Sunday
night for holding a concert and variety show In
their -- aloon on Sixth avenue must have created
considerable uneasiness tn the minds of a great
many French people In this city who are accus-
tomed to pas Sunday evening In this way.
Among the French working people In New York
there aro a great many small societies which,
apart from benevolent purposes, aim to provide
social relaxation for the members. Mostnf these
clubs meet on Sundny nlghlx. and after n concert
or amateur vaudeville show there Is usually
an Informal ball. These meetings aro very
domestic tn character and all stag" of family
life are represented, from the whtte-halro- d
grandparents down to babies in arms. The
meetings are generally held In a hall or in a sa-
loon that has tho requisite accommodations;
but in no cose Is there anything in the charac-
ter of these gatherings tn deserve the attention
of the police. One hall down town on the est
sldo was regularly engaged every Sunday night
for several years by one of these societies until
tho Haines law rendered Impossible the meet-
ings nf the organization in a manner the mem-
bers could enjoy. Notwithstanding that they
are French, beer Is the predominating beverage
at these gathering, but it i nn unimportant
feature compared to thn concert nnd thu dan-
cing. The talent Is all amateur and drawn from
the members nf the society, but the perfnruo-anr- e

Is eniojed quite ns much as thnngh it
were given by the finest and the most expensive
artists available. The exporlenco of last Sun-
day evening will probably put an end to these
gatherings, at least on Sunday nlghta. and
force another section nf the community into a
clner conformance with the customs of the
country they have adopted.

One
applicant lust week snld that he had been n
reiddunt of this Stato for fifteen years and un-
til nlno innntho ago he had lenn In business
for himself, Hn was rnmpcllud to close his
shop itnd since then he has been unable to find
employment. His esse Is similar to tho rases
of many others who have mam to this bureau
as n Inst rosort. The results thus far liavn
Justified apparently tho natnhJIshmont of the
bureau. It Is enld that New Jersey will start
a similar bureau.

One of the large n hotels which was
formerly noted for Its barroom and free lunch
has takon an effective nay of Illustrating the
changed conditions under the Italncs law. The
enfo was fitted up wlih a handsotuo lunch coun-
ter from which were served, a few months ago, as
good salads and cold meats ns could be bought
In the rettaurant.
